[0002] The field of endeavor to which this invention pertains is hydrazide substrate drugs as used in prior 
art applications to shutdown oxidase protein production as an antidepressant method, and herewith such 
drugs are use to shutdown proteins as viral coat, cancer metastatic, and abnormal cell proteins for disease 
treatment purposes, and additionally used to shutdown proteins produced by microorganism to provide an 
antibiotic purpose. 

2. The applicant requests that page 1, paragraph [0004], the first sentence be replaced by the following: 
[0004] This invention provides a new purpose for the use of existing drugs of the mono amine oxidase 
enzyme inhibitor (MAOI) class that utilizes an irreversible substrate mechanism.
